H a r d l y a day passes without one 
or more petty criminals or vagrants 
being arraigned and convicted in 
the local courts.

ity, netted fr om #5,000 to #7,000 
a vear ; and that, too, notwithstand­ 
ing its admitted bad management, 
and the notor ious fact that cer tain 
pr ominent, 
public spir ited, patr i­ 
otic (?) citizens wer e supplied with 
water , year in and year out, fr om 
which the city never der ived one 
penny of r evenue. 
Weil, our v/ise city father s sold 
that bir thr ight for a mess of p o t­ 
tage, 
and today while the citizens 
using water pay an enor mous a d ­ 
vance over the r ates char ged by the 
city, the city itself is compelled to 
pay the water wor ks cor por ation #45 
per year for ever y fir e hydr ant in 
the city, 
r egar dless of whether a 
dr op of water ever r uns thr ough one 
of them, in addition to other public 
uses, 
which, 
altogether , 
appr oxi­ 
mates annually #9,000. 
Oh, what a glor ious sack this is 
for the citizens of Sedalia to hold! 
Instead of the for mer sur plus fr om 
the water wor ks they ar e now obliged 
to 
pay 
additional 
taxes 
to 
the 
amount of #9,000 annually, so that 
the city can pay the 
water wor ks 
cor por ation for ser vices which pr e­ 
viously cost it nothing. 
What a 
savor y mess of pottage is her e, my 
br ethr en, fox your birthright. 
And now comes along a philan­ 
thr opic gentleman who is exceed­ 
ingly anxious to benefit the poor 
ouc-of-a job 
labor ing man of S e ­ 
dalia for another one of our bir th­ 
r ights, 
which somehow 
has been 
over iooked when we wer e giving the 
r est away. 
It is tr ue we ar e not making use 
of this r ight at pr esent, but as I 
under stand 
(fr om 
what 
I 
r ead) 
neither does he, but simply wants 
to g et wha t might be vulgar ly called 
a dea dly cinch o n the thing , 
so 
tha t when so mebo dy co mes a lo ng 


who does want to use it, 
he will 
make them p iv heavy for it, and 
then enjoy a laugh at the Sedalians 
hoUiing the sack 
Ha! 
Ha! 
Since wr iting the above, 
I have 
lear ned that the city of Boston has 
taken positive steps towar ds owning 
and 
oper ating the str eet r ailways 
r unning inside her limits; also, that 
the char ier of “ 
Gr eater New Y o r k ” 
pr ovides for the opening and oper ­ 
ating of her str eet r ailways on the 
expir ation of the pr esent fr anchises; 
and thus may the good wor k spr ead 
fr om place to place until the people 
r ejoice in the inestimable blessing 
of a r estor ed bir thr ight.

Henry II. of Germany, in lOM, and ' 
as he had no son by her, it bocamo 
necessary for him to marry again, 
with a view to assuring the succes­ 
sion. 
This was a matter of great 
difficulty, as the chureii had tak ‘n a 
pronounced stand against marriage 
within the prohibited degrees, which 
by sacerdotal arrogance 
liad been 
expanded to as far a connectivin as 
the seventh degree, says the London 
Graphic. 
Henry had therefore to look far 
afield, and when rumor brought liim 
word 
of 
the 
beauty 
and 
other 
charms, not excluding a dowry of 
gold ingots, of the Russian Princess 
Anne, daughter of Yaroslaf, grand 
duke of Kiev, he straightway sent 
an embassy to claiiii her hand. 
The 
embassy 
was 
successful 
and 
re­ 
turned with Princess 
Anne, 
who 
was married in 
the Cathedral of 
Rheims, and thus became the first 
and only Russian queen of France. 
Married in 1 0 4 9, she boro her hus­ 
band three sons before his death, in 
lOGO. 
Her eldest son, Philip, was 
the next sovereign of the house of 
Capet, and to this Russian princess, 
the Orleans family, representing tlie 
Bourbon dynasty, can 
trace their 
descent. 
After the death of Henry I., to 
whom she had been a loyal consort, 
the romance of Anne’s life may be 
said Jo have commenced. 
She re­ 
tired during her early widowhood to 
the Castle of Seulis, 
whore 
she 
passed much of her time in hunting. 
>till 
in 
tlie prime of 
life— only 
BG— and of a renowned beauty, she 
was soLiglit 
by many admirers, but 
among them the most favor-'d was 
the powerful noble Raoul, the great 
count of Crepy and Valois, who re:*- 
ognized no authori'^y as supei'ior to 
his own, and v ho feared neither the 
arms of the king, nor tlio ccnsuri' of 
the church. 
Unfortunately, he had 
a wife living named Alienor. 
This 
little obstacle did 
not hinder so 
powerful and resolute a ] >riuce. Hav­ 
ing satisfied himself tliat Anne re­ 
ciprocated his afieclion, he carried 
her off from Sen I is 
by simulated 
force, and married lier in his capital 
of Crepy-en-Valois. 
In one respect 
I'.e had 
under-estimated 
the 
dif­ 
ficulties of his position. 
His 
wife, 
Alienor, whom he had thougiit of 
quietly setting on one side, escaped 
to Rome, where she had no difiiculty 
in obtaining an act of excommunica­ 
tion against both Raoul and Anne 
and a declaration that their marriage 
was null and void. 
These measures 
bad no eifcct, 
and 
until 
Raoul’s 
death, in 1 0 74, he and the Russian 
queen lived happily together. 
After 
this Queen Anne returned to court, 
where she 
was called no 
longer 
queen, but the king’s mother. 
Her 
last yea vs are wrapped in obscurity, 
some thinking that she returned to 
Russia, but others, and her latest 
biographer among them, 
that she 
retired into a convent.

him in the buggy was Lucy Larcom, 
talking a continuous stream of bril­ 
liant ideas, deeply interesting to the 
poet.

FOB SMOKEBS. 


A N ew A r g u m e n t in 
Defense o f thA 


U se o f To bacco . 
Defenders of tobacco smoking fail 
to make use of tlie most powerful 
arguments in its favor. 
Hitherto 
the most that has been claimed in 
favor of smoking 
was a certain 
subtle, 
beneficial effect on the di­ 
gestion and a soothing effect on the 
nerves. 
It has been learned recent­ 
ly, from the report of investigations 
of the effects of tobacco during the 
epidemic of cholera 
at Hamburg, 
that cholera microbes could not ex­ 
ist in the mouths of smokers. There 
were no living bacteria after 2 4 
hours in cigars made up with vrater 
containing 1,5 0 0 ,0 0 0 
cholera germs 
to the cubic inch. 
There were no 
traces of microbes found in any of 
the cigars manufactured in Ham­ 
burg at the time of the epidemic. 
The microbes die in a half to two 
hours’ exposure to smoke of Brazil, 
Sumatra or Havana tobacco. 
The 
smoke of any cigar kills the microbes. 
Experiments 
show 
that 
in 
five 
minutes after beginning to smoko 
the microbes are killed. 
Another 
fact established is that none of the 
persons employed in 
the tobacco 
factories at Hamburg contracted 
cholera.— Illinois State Register.

ica,

The climate is mihl, and it is small 
wonder that with the abundant feu. 1 
all wild beasts that live in the heavy 
timbered country shouel thrive i.i it. 
I believe that a eureful rcoxeanina- 
tion of the liri-fonna and avil'onna 
by a competent nalurrdist would re­ 
sult in some most interesting infor­

o f an Ingenious Lad. 
Rob'rl M. 
Tyler, 
aged 1 7, has 
built a railroa 1 with rolling stock on 
thi‘ farm of his father, IVilUarn M. 
Tyler, at Bu ‘k's Hill, a suburb of 
Waterbary. 
Ho showed consider­ 
able meclianieal skill in constructing 
the roalbed und 
laving 
the rails 
from tlie house through the fields 
and over I'r ) oks to a walnut grove 
at tlie extremiiy of the farm. 
Then 
ho built the car and put tho engine 
and boiler in pilac:'. 
It has proved a 
very useful as w-dl as creditable en­ 
terprise, much tirn * and labor being 
saved by it, and 
farm labor being 
made much morn iittractive. 
Tiie b\v thus describes his system: 
“ The rails are of steel, Tshaped, the 
lightest mad' of 
tliis description, 
weighing only eight v>ouiuis to the 
yard. 
The cross ties are of chestnut, 
three raid 
one-half feet long, four 
inch face and three inches 
thick. 
The gauge is 2G inches. 
The grade 
is i| iut' steep in places, the steepest 
being B70 feet to the mile. 
“ The whole cost of constructing 
the railway was at the rate of 8G0 0 
a mile, the engine, 
boiler and car 
costing about $3 0 0 more. 
The en­ 
gine is rated two horsepower, stands 
upright, is double acting, reversible, 
and makes 80 0 revolutions a minute. 
Tlie boiler is also a two horsepower, 
upright, 
holding 
six 
gallons 
of 
w'ater. 
It generates steam rapidly, 
can get up steam in five or six min­ 
utes, and uses but little fueh 
“ This small engine and boiler will 
propel a car up a steep grade, draw­ 
ing quite a load. 
We find the en­ 
gine and boiler very useful for other 
purposes, such as grinding grain, 
cutting feed, sawdng wmod, etc.” 
It is interesting to speculate on 
advantages to farmers who should 
establish similar systems and then 
connect them 
with others in the 
neighborhood. — Hartford Courant.

M artin L. Clardy , attorney for 
the Missou ri Pacific, is in W ashing­ 
ton on a mission which means rail 
lions of dollars for Missou ri roads. 
H e is asking congress to pass an 
act ex tending the time when the a u ­ 
tom atic car cou pler law shall go 
into effect from Ju ne, 1898, u ntil 
Ju ne, 1903. 
Mr. C lardy saw sev eral Missou ri 
m em bers and enlisted their serv ices. 
H e told them that the only a u to­ 
m atic car cou pler now av ailable is 
controlled by a m onopoly and that 
to allow the law to go into effect 
nex t y ear wou ld cost the Missou ri 
Pacific $1, 200, 000, and other Mis­ 
sou ri roads in like prop ortion. 
If they cou ld hav e fiv e y ears’ time 
other patents wou ld becom e av ail­ 
able and the roads wou ld not hav e 
to pay the ex cessiv e prices now de ­ 
m anded. 
H e also said that abou t 
3 6 per cent of the rolling stock of 
his road was now eq u ip p ed with a u ­ 
tom atic cou plers. 
The representativ es of other west­ 
ern roads are also there working for 
the same thing.

admiration for Governor Stone and 
would like to see him in the senate. 
They are friends of Vest, too, how 
ever, and this, 
together with the 
Ipiact that Stone is not a candidate 
for the place, will prevent any seri­ 
ous contest before the caucus. 
The 
democratic 
state 
central 
committee had a short session here 
today, at which plans for perfecting 
party organization in the state were 
discussed. 


The House Democratic Caucus. 


J e f f e r s o n 
C i t y , Jan. 
7 . — The 
democratic house caucus was held 
in the house at 7:30 last evening. 
Geo. T. Collins, temporary speaker 
of the house, was chairman, and J. 
A. Hannay, of Morgan county, act 
ed as secretary. 
A resolution providing for the se­ 
lection of candidates for the various 
offices included folder, and Ward, 
f of Stoddard, attacked it, and said 
the office of folder was created by 
the last house to make a place for a 
gentleman of color, and that the 
position ought to be appointive, as 
it had been in previous democratic 
legislatures.

For speaker of the house, Martin, 
of Barton county, nominated J. W. 
Farris, 
of 
Laclede; 
Hawkins, of 
Marion, named Web M. Rubey, of 
Macon; Leeper, 
of 
Linn, named 
James H. Whitecotton, of Monroe; 
Crisp, 
of Jackson, named O. H. 
Avery, of Lincoln. 
Spofford, of Jackson, seconded 
the nomination of Farris; Burks, of 
Saline, spoke for Avery. 
The 
result 
went so strongly in 
favor of Farris that Avery moved 
to make 
the selection unanimous 
before the count was announced.

For assistant clerk, R. P. Thom p­ 
son, of Barry, and J. W. Jacks, of 
Montgomery, were nominated, and 
Thompson won— 52 to 35. 
For engrossing clerk, M. C. Falk- 
enbury, of Southwest City; E. F. 
Linck, of Callaway; R. H. Warren, 
of Cedar county; Jos. S. Tall, of 
Clark, and W. S. Rutherford, of 
Clark, were named. 
On the first 
ballot there was no choice. 
A second ballot was ordered and 
resulted in the nomination of War­ 
ren.

T h e escape was planned in the 
St. L ouis jail, six weeks ago, befor e 
Sher r ington was taken to Boonville. 
W hen

ar r ived

h ea v y knife and m yster ious-looking 
w o od en appar atus, 
which he said 
was a coat-hanger , for m ed a par t of 
his baggage.

K en n ed y was a r ailr oad en ­ 
gineer and cam e back fr om T ex as 
last summer , after an absence fr om 
his 
home, 
near Independence, of 
twelve year s.

not seem to be any 
wor k her e which he car ed to do,an d 
as

and F iyn n 
wer e 
b o yh o o d 
fr iends they wer e together a good 
deal. 
Flynn was not over p r osp er ­

T h e stor y of the captur e of K e n ­ 
nedy fr om the descr iption of E x ­ 
pr essman Fr ier and the effor ts of 
C h ica go and A lton D etective C a m 
and Expr ess Detective Byr nes, to­ 
gether wiih the county officer s al­ 
r eady named, has been told. 
H ow 
his 
pr odigal

which no innocent sour ce could

found, str engthened suspicion, and 
how he was watched until his ar ­ 
r est. 
It 
was known that F lyn n 
and 
K en n ed y 
wer e 
gr eat fr iends 
and that they had been together on 
the d ay 
of 
the 
r .,i»ber y. It was 
this and the fn a Fiynn suddenly 
having pltniv 
i money, which led 
to his being stupicioned. 
Sunday 
the officer s, with Potts in the lead, 
called at the Flynn place and ar ­ 
r ested Fiynn and took him to the 
L aclede hotel in Independence. 
T h e y then went back to the far m 
and called young D epew out. 
T h e 
young man is not a clever villain, if 
he is one at all, and he im m ediately 
told ail he knew without falter ing 
almost even to how he had helped 
at one time to tie the money up 
into packages, 
and some of the 
details of the conver sation between 
K en n ed y and F lynn when they cam e 
home on the night of the r obber y. 
T h e officer s then went back to 
the hotel and com m en ced wor k on 
Fiynn.

In addition he told wher e cer tain 
of the goods could be found, and 
the officer s made a sear ch a c c o r d ­ 
ing to his dir ections.

shock in the field two lar ge Colts 
r evolver s, and bur ied near a cer tain 
indicated fence post 
was 
$25

A mask, some car tr idges and 
two shotguns wer e also found, 
and 
a quantity of plated jewelr y. These 
ar ticles p r ob ab ly belong to the fo r ­ 
mer r obDer y, as ther e was no je w ­ 
elr y missing fr om the latter one. 
After Flynn's confession, just as 
the jailer was going away fr om the 
cell, Flynn called him back.

Mr . R o s s ,” he said, 
“ 
I've got 
one thing mor e I want to tell you. 
T her e was another man mixed up 
in that fir st r obber y that wasn't in 
the second. It was G eor ge B o w lin ." 
Bowlin's 
ar r est 
was m ade last 
night by Officer Potts on this c o n ­ 
fession, 
and 
when 
br ought 
into 
Flynn's 
pr esence 
he, 
too, 
br oke 
down and told his stor y. 
It tallied 
essentially. 
K e n n e d y had nothing at all to 
say about the ar r est and confession 
of Flynn.

is the highest protection country in 
Europe. 
If protection makes high 
wages there should be no complaint 
about 
competing 
with 
Germany. 
T he Star interprets the very plea of 
the tariff barons as an admission 
that a high tariff does 
not 
raise 
wages. 


H a r d l y a day passes without one 
or more petty criminals or vagrants 
being arraigned and convicted in 
the local courts. Generally they are 
unable to pay either fine or costs, 
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and frequently they are sent to jail, 
where they are well fed and com ­ 
fortably lodged for a few days and 
then turned loose to repeat the of­ 
fense and pile up another bill of 
costs against the hard-working tax­ 
payers. 
There is only one way to 
stop this procedure, and that is, to 
make 
arrangements 
for 
working 
these criminals and vagrants and 
give them long terras at hard labor. 
A strict enforcement of our laws 
would keep fifty or a hundred men 
at work all the time and soon pro­ 
vide the county with g o o d roads. 


T h e 
farmers' institute held 
at 
Lamonte 
last week 
was 
a 
most 
pleasant as well as instructive meet­ 
ing of those who are interested d i­ 
rectly in the problem of how to 
make 
farming 
profitable in M is­ 
souri. 
Certainly there is no more 
important industry m the state, nor 
one 
that more richly deserves all 
the encouragement that organiza­ 
tion, research and systematic efforts 
at 
improvement 
can 
give. 
The 
farmer must depend more upon his 
head 
than upon the work of hin 
hands for success, and these farm­ 
ers' institutes bring about an inter­ 
change of 
ideas and 
experiences 
that cannot help being productive 
of good. 


A 8AM FLE TRUST. 
One of the most powerful lobbies 
that will appear at Washington this 
winter and put in a plea for “ 
pro­ 
tection” is the window glass trust. 
This conspiracy or combine, it is 
said, is not satisfied with the Ding- 
ley bill, which gives a tariff of 118 
per cent, nor the present tariff of 
103 per cent, but demands even a 
higher rate of duty than the old 
M cKinley tariff ot 130 per cent. 
This is only one of ihe sample 
trusts that are boldly 
demanding 
protection at the hands of a g o v ­ 
ernment whose laws they disregard 
and treat with utter contempt. 
The Glass Budget, 
a Pittsburg 
paper, as long ago as last April, in 
speaking of this trust says: 


“ 
T he price of domestic (window) glass 
must be kept at such a figure that the worst 
equipped and poorest managed misfit factory 
can keep its neck above water, and unfair 
prices must be squeezed out of the home­ 
builders who consume annually between 3,- 
000,000 and 4,000,000 boxes 
of domestic 
glass in order to be able to fritter a portion 
of it away in a differential in the shape of a 
bonus to jobbers in a vain attempt to keep 
out 6,000,000 to 8,000,000 boxes, the impor­ 
tation of which has been invited, induced 
and 
made possible 
by 
the short-sighted 
makeshifts of the American manufacturers 
themselves. 


“ 
The 
domestic 
manufacturers by their 
very combination are forced to hold glass at 
such a point as will allow the worst situated, 
most crudely equipped and poorest managed 
factories to keep afloat, and they constantly 
build 
dikes so that not a single farthing 
from all the tank improvements, mass pro­ 
duction, mechanical handling of raw mate­ 
rials and economies resulting from the appli­ 
cation of labor-saving 
machinery, 
which 
have so markedly distinguished the past de­ 
cade, shall ever diibble out to the consumer. 
“ 
And with these incontrovertible facts b e ­ 
fore us and the country we shall be compell­ 
ed to hear from now until next November 
hoarse-throated 
shouts 
for 
M cKinley and 
protection to home industry on the part of 
manufacturers 
and 
workmen; 
protection 
against 
more 
progressive 
and 
superiorly 
equipped Belgian manufacturers; protection 
to give suck to the babes who have the best 
and the cheapest fuel and the worst equipped 
factories on earth; protection to 2,000 glass 


blowers, largely of foreign birth, who are 
earning from four to ten times as much as 
the average American mechanic and crafts­ 
man, so as to keep the 64,000,000 people 
constant contributors and tribute payers to 
the most short-sighted ‘combines’ that ever 
grew fat at the .expense of the unprotected 
common people who foot the bills ” 
Instead of giving these trade con 
spiracies “ 
protection,” they should 
be given the hot end of the law; in ­ 
stead of listening to their pleas and 
arguments, their officers and man­ 
agers should be prosecuted, and the 
president should be required to is 
sue a proclamation 
removing 
all 
tariff duties from every line of man­ 
ufactures in which a trust is formed. 


STRONG ANTI-TRUST LAW. 
T he Georgia legislature has re­ 
cently enacted a stringent anti trust 
law, which may well be studied by 
our Missouri solons. 
In speaking 
of the provisions of the new Georgia 
law, the Globe Dem ocrat says: 


“ 
It prohibits and declares void all con­ 
tracts, agreements or 
arrangements 
made 
with a view to preventing 
or 
obstructing 
free competition in the importation or sale 
of 
foreign 
articles, 
or 
the 
sale 
of 
ar­ 
ticles of domestic growth or domestic raw 
material. 
Furthermore, it declares unlawful 
and void all trusts or combinations between 
persons or corporations which are designed 
or have a tendency to advance, reduce or 
control the prices of such products to pro­ 
ducers or consumers. 
It provides for the 
forfeiture of the charter and franchise of 
any domestic corporation violating any of 
its provisions, and prohibits offending for­ 
eign corporations from doing business in the 


state. 
The attorney general is required to 
institute legal proceedings against any cor­ 
poration that violates the law in any way, 
and to enforce the prescribed penalties; and 
any person or corporation damaged 
by a 
trust is authorized to sue for the recovery of 
such damage, and for other purposes. There 
are several additional provisions intended to 
facilitate prosecution and to prevent the de­ 
feat of the law by the technical means to 
which corporation lawyers habitually resort 
in the interest of their clients.” 
Any conspiracy in restraint of 
trade is a public enemy, and it is 
to be hoped that the Missouri gen ­ 
eral assembly will give the subject 
the consideration 
its 
importance 
demands, and that, in framing any 
measure that may be enacted, care 
will be taken to include insurance 
companies along with other corpora­ 
tions that are prohibited from co m ­ 
bining to fix rates. 


The property holders in the M is­ 
souri towns, Sedalia along with the 
rest, have suffered from a lack of 
competition in insurance rates. 
We pay large sums of money to 
support a fire department and to 
provide a water supply, 
and the 
taxpayers, having paid for protect­ 
ing their property, are entitled to 
the lowest rates obtainable under 
free competition for their business. 


T h e proceedings of the 
house 
committee that is busily engaged in 
listening to the recomioendations of 
those interested in certain lines of 
manufacturing, may well cause the 
average citizen to pause and inquire 
if the policy of this government is 
to be molded or dictated 
by the 
trusts and combines that are rich 
enough 
to 
maintain 
a 
powerful 
lobby at Washington? 
If so, is this 
any longer a government of the p e o ­ 
ple? 
The paper trust asks that it 
be given immunity from competi­ 
tion; the sugar trust wants to d ic­ 
tate the schedules; the window glass 
trust wants protection high enough 
to 
enable 
it 
to 
make 
money 
whether 
there 
is 
a 
brisk 
d e­ 
mand 
for 
glass 
or 
not, 
and 
so on down the line. 
These seekers 
after special privileges care nothing 
for the 
laborer. 
After 
they 
get 
their protection they hire the cheap­ 
est labor they can get at home or 
abroad, or fill their mines and fa c ­ 
tories with machinery that displaces 
labor, 
or close them down 
when 
deemed advisable to do so regard­ 
less of the sufferings of the men and 
women who are thrown out of em ­ 
ployment. 
If each special interest 
is permitted to dictate the sched­ 
ules covering its own products, we 
will at once have a government by 
trusts instead of by the people. 


T h e members of the general as 
sembly should paste the concluding 
paragraphs 
of 
Governor 
Stone's 
message 
in their 
hats 
for 
daily 
reference. 
The 
interests 
of 
the 
state demand a wise conservatism 
that shall do justice to every inter­ 
est that is affected by legislative 
action. 
Rigid economy in the dis­ 
bursement of funds and stern and 
practical measures of reform in re­ 
gard to criminal costs should be se­ 
cured if possible. 
No resentment 
or retaliation should find its way 
into any statute. 
Even and exact 
justice to every section, 
every in ­ 
dustry and every interest should be 
the aim and purpose of the law­ 
makers.

Some years ago theiW ived on the 
M anhattan marsh, 
a 0^ -v, grassy 
territory at the ex trerr^ T» 'c*stcrn 
end of Lake Erie, one Capt. John 
Tiadley. 
The especial f'^atiire about 
him was his fascinating eyes. Unfioi- 
his powerful gaze he could control 
any animal that came within liis 
vision, says the Si. T^ouis I>,epub- 
lic. 
His greatest aniuscment was 
charming and captum ig snakes. 
To 
such an ex tent did he carry his 
chilling pastime 
that 
Manlnittaii 
people, 
when 
in 
his 
\rcQ:iQi\co ^ 
imagined they felt snakes creeping 
over them. 
In the spring the hanks 
bordering the inarsli \vere usually 
covered with snakes basking in the 
sun. 
Capt. Tiadley then laid in his 
stock. 
His family rather objected 
to his occupying a spare room for 
his pets, so he built a schooner 
yacht and named it Tiadley. 
He 
kept the yacht anciiored in Card 
island 
channel. 
Capt. 
Tladloy 
would 
pick 
up snakes along the 
banivS as a child wouLl hickorv’^ nuts, 
and with the same unconcern. 
En­ 
countering a largo one he would 
stop, set his eyes upon it, and the 
steady gaze ended in the capture of 
the snake. 
The result of one sea­ 
son’s collection amounted to some 
400 snakes from one to six feet in 
length. 
These he kept on 
the 
Tiadley. 
Should any be out in the 
marsh he could bring them to him 
by simply playing a tune upon the 
harmonica.

In the Museum Thieves Find M a ny 
Tempting Articles. 
jlany gems in the mineralogical 
museum of Harvard university are 
tem pting to the light-fingerrd ])ro- 
fession—particularly the great Glar- 
land diamond, says an ex changf^ 
This is a magiiiflcent yellow stone- 
frorn the Kimberly mines in South 
Africa, and is a natural crystal in 
the form of a perfect octahedron, 
the finest crystal of this form in the 
world. 
It cost 810,000. 
Then there 
are tourmalines in every shade and 
form of that liandsomo American 
gem, some of which, when cut as 
brilliants of two or three carats, 
would sell for $3) or $10. In various 
cases are all the other sorts of 
precious stones, huge crystals and 
masses of topaz, pieces of opal five 
or six inches in diameter, beryl, 
jasper, chalcedony, cat’s-oyo, onyx 
and carnelian. 
Case No. 1, down In 
one corner of the ex hibition room, 
contains a collection the great value 
of which a glance will indicate^ 
It 
is lilled with gold and silver; gold 
in nugget.s, in quartz, in crystals, in 
grains, 
in flattened masses from 
placer mines—gold from everywhere, 
and silver in all its native forms, 
from both the old world and the 
new. 
All these things are treasures in 
the eyes of the would-be thief, for 
their intrinsic value Ls enormous. 
But they are worth still more to the 
museum. 
In estim ating the worth 
of a collection of this sort, two other 
values m ust be coiislde 'od besides 
that of the open market, namely, 
the scientific aiid the “pseudo-scien- 
tiflc.” 
There is a class of collectors 
of minerals who work scientifically, 
but there is a still larger class who 
do not. 
Those latter people, how­ 
ever, pay large prices for ran^ min­ 
erals, and thus create larger values 
than the market price. 
But the 
scientific value of these specimens, 
which cannot be duplicated, goes 
higher yet. 
For instance, the great 
Garland diamond, 
wliich 
weighs 
nearly 90 carats, would cut into a 
gem of 65 or perhaps TO carats, and 
it would then be 'worth alx )ut 
But it cost $10,000, the “ pseudo­ 
scientific” value. 
To Harvaix l uni­ 
versity, however, this stone, as a 
natural diamond crystal, is of indis- 
pensehle value; $lo0,000 would not 
buy it.

THE TALKING OF BI3D1 


Some 
ObservaUons 
Taken on the 
N onh Norfolk Coas: . 
Two features in the “ talking” of 
birds will occur to every one. There 
is no “universal liird ianguago,” or 
even a language common to tvro 
species, 
though certain sounds of 
warning when uttered by one species 
are naturally 
understood by an­ 
other. 
Secondly, 
the 
talking 
faculty is very capriciously distrib­ 
uted. The crows, vdiich easily learn 
to imitate human speech, have very 
few notes or calls. The jay has only 
one, a harsh screech, modified when 
it is pleased into a croak; and a 
chuckle, varied by a squeak, is the 
whole natural 
vocabulary of the 
magpie. 
Yet the piping crow and 
the nutcracker-crow are songsters 
of a 
rather high order, and the 
former has an infinite variety of 
“ words” and calls. 
The absence of any universal bird- 
spcoch is seen most clearly bv any 
one wffio observes their habits in 
places 
where 
such 
a common 
language would naturally be ex ­ 
pected. 
On the shores of some 
estuaries, or of the North Norfolk 
coast, it is possible to see from 1,000 
to perhaps 3,000 birds closely united 
in race, and living all day in sight of 
one another, associating in flocks, 
with common feeding-grounds and 
common dangers—a 
‘‘community” 
of^ plovers, 
knots, 
ring dotterels, 
stints, 
curlews, 
sandpipers 
and 
other kindred species. 
Their inter­ 
change of ideas by means of the 
voice is very limited, and a common 
code might en-sily be learned. 
They 
require a call-note 
of 
inquiry— 
“ \VTiere are you?” — another for 
answer, sometimes the same note— 
“Here I am”—an alarm note, and a 
nolo uttered when fl 3*ing or rising 
from the ground, which ma^^ bo in­ 
terpreted as a sound of mutual en­ 
couragement or pleasure. 
Not a 
trace of a “common code” appears. 
Each kind has its own call, its own 
answer, 
and its own 
“fighting” 
nolo. 
Their 
many 
and various 
musical whistles make one of the 
charms of the winter shore; 
but 
they show tlie curious sectionalism 
of bird-language. 
Tlio case with which they might 
adopt a common tongue is evident 
from the fact that man}^ coast'-mori 
learn some and a few of great natur­ 
al ability as foudors learn all of 
thesn calls. 
As in Heligoland where 
the islanders “ whistle down” pass­ 
ing birds from tlie slcy, so on the 
Norfoll: coast there are men who 
can “call down’' a single golden 
plover, a stint, or even a curlew. 
One of the most ex traordinary in­ 
stances ever known, lx )th of the 
man’s skill and of the bird’s intense 
and 
unsuspecting 
reliance 
on 
language, occurred not long ago on 
the Norfolk coast, where a noted 
“caller” brought a g*)kPn ])lover 
down from a great lieight in the 
sk\% and kept it rimning about with­ 
in a few yards of a party lunching 
in the sand-hills. 
It is remarked 
also that the peewit, which has the 
Inr^mst range of notes of all shore 
birds, and therefore is jiresumabl^^ 
the cleverest at distinguishing the 
meaning and 
diiTermces 
of 
the 
Tieowit language, is also the most 
(liflicult to “call.”—London Specta­ 
tor. 


SNAKE LORE. 


Popular Superstitions and Fallacies 
Regarding Serpents. 
As an illustration of the belief in 
the transformation of human beings 
into s u'pents, I will rela' ' a cireuin- 
stanco said to liave occurred during 
the first half of the present century. 
Near Trox lertowii, Lehigh county, 
dwelt a farmer named Weller, 
His 
wife and three daughters had, by 
some means or other, incurred the 
enmity of a witch who lived but a 
short 
distance 
away, 
when 
the 
latter, 
it is supposed, 
took 
her 
revenge In the following manner: 
Yvhciiever 
visitors 
came 
to 
the 
Weiler residence, the girls, without 
any premonition wiiatever, 
would 
suddenly be changed into snakes, 
and after crawiing back and forth 
along the top ridge of the wainscot­ 
ing for several minutes they were 
restored to their natural form. This 
curious 
transformation 
occurred 
quite frequenthq and the circum­ 
stance 
soon attained widespread 
notoriety. 
About the end of the 
third month the spell was broken 
and ever}’thing w^ent on as before. 
Another popular fallac}’ is the ex ­ 
istence of the hoop snake. 
This 
creature is usually reported as cap­ 
able of grasping the tip of its tail 
with its mouth, 
and like a hoop 
running swiftly along in pursuit of 
an unwelcome intruder. 
This snake 
is believed, 
furthermore, 
to have 
upon its tail a short, 
poisonous 
horn, like a cock’s spur, and that if 
it should strike any living creature 
death w’ould result. 
The stories 
concerning 
this marvelous 
snake 
usually end with th:' statem ent that 
the person pursue 1 barely escapes, 
and that the snake strikes a tree in­ 
stead, cau: ing it 1 > wither and die.

THE JENA SONG BOOK. 


An Interesting Relic of the Middle 
Ages— Stric: Iy Hand- Made. 
An ex tremely interesting frag­ 
ment of the middle ages has just re­ 
ceived a fresh lease of life. 
For the 
last 300 years there has been pre­ 
served ill the University library at 
Jena a manuscript song'^book of 266 
largo foiio pages, which contains a 
rich collection of Minnesinger songs, 
with their melodies, together with 
the “Saengerkrieg,” all written in 
superti fourteenth century German 
tex t. 
This book, which is an in­ 
valuable authority for the study of 
the music of the middle ages, has 
now been made accessible 
to 
a 
wider circle by a photographic re 
production on the same scale as the 
original. 
The work was undertaken 
some years ago by the Jena publish­ 
ing firm of Strobel, in the hope that 
a sufficient number of subscribers 
might be found to allow of its com­ 
pletion. 
This hope has been ful­ 
filled, and the work is now ready. 
The 133 leaves of thej)recious parch­ 
ment manuscript were photographed 
and reproduced by the phototype 
process. Two separate editions have 
been prepared, one, of 110 copies, 
printed on two sides on 133 leaves 
as in the original; the other, of 30 
copies, printed on one side only on 
266 leaves. 
In the preface, Dr. K Mueller, di­ 
rector of the 
University library, 
gives a brief account of what is 
known concerning the manuscript. 
It came in 1548 from W ittenberg, 
wdth the Elector’s library, into the 
keeping of the 
Jena university. 
Nothing certain is known as to its 
origin and previous history; 
the 
care with which it is ex ecuted and 
its unusual size—the leaves arc 56 
centimeters long 
by 41 broad— 
v/ould seem to show that it was de­ 
signed for some 
special purpose. 
The initial and finM pages, which 
may have contained remarks that 
could give some information on this 
m atter, are, unfortunately, missing. 
The binding, of wooden covers cotn- 
plctel}’’ encased in beautifully pressed 
wdiito leather, belongs to the six ­ 
teenth eenur}’; the chain, by which 
the precious manuscript, in accord­ 
ance wnth the custom of those times, 
wnis fastened to the reading desk, is 
still preserved. 
On the inner side 
of the front cover, as is the case 
with many of the b m ks wdiich came 
from W ittenberg, is a woodcut, as 
book-mark, of the bust of the Elector 
Johann Friedrich the Magnanimous, 
with some Latin verses in his praise. 
To tlio outer side of the same cover 
is attached a strip of parchment 
witii the inscription: “Ein alclt 51eis- 
tergesangbuch auff pergamen” (“An 
old Meistcr song book on parch­ 
ment”). 
The Jena manuscript has one very 
special merit, viz., that to the words 
are added the tunes. 
This makes it 
of 
particular importance 
in 
the 
study of music. 
The notes are writ­ 
ten on only four lines—as always at 
that time—and in the keys of C and 
F. 
The flats oiil}’ are marked. The 
manuscript 
is 
written 
almost 
throughout by one and the same 
hand of tlie fourteenth century; some 
notes in the margin and V7izlav’s 
poems alone arc wrii-teri by a later 
hand. 
The coatoiits of the manu­ 
script include poems 
by Meister 
Alex ander, 5Ieistcr Boppe, Frauen- 
lob, Goldener, Outer, Meister Fried­ 
rich 
von 
Soiinenburg, 
Gcrvelin, 
Hcniieberger, Iloellenfeuer, Meister 
Kelin, Meister Conrad von Wurz­ 
burg, Litschower, Moisiier, Reynold 
von dcr Lippo, 
Rubins. 
5Ieister 
Ruediger, Rumeland von Schwaben, 
5Ieister Rumsland, Meistcr Slngauf,

NAVAL WABFABE. 


M an's Mind Cannot Rise Superior to 
the Terrors of Ba tic. 
An ex pert writing to the London 
Daily Mail on the importance of se­ 
curing well trained men for naval 
service says: 
“Regarding 
the importance <>f 
having enough men trained to the 
working of the battleships, we all 
know that in sudden emergencies, or 
when any great mental trial is upon 
us, we are apt to act irrationally. 
An untrained cox swain in a bumping 
race, when he is overlapped ki the 
boat behind, will as likely as not do 
the wrong thing. 
He is not accus­ 
tomed instinctively to do the right. 
Instinct can only result from habit 
in these matters, and this is where 
training comes in. 
The crew of the 
six -inch quick iirer, if they are 
trained men, will handle the weapon 
correctly, because they have done 
the same thing a thousand times, 
and because whatever their minds 
are thinking of, their hands perform 
the right movements unconsciously. 
And battle is the most terrible trial 
of the nerves and mind imaginable. 
Firing heavy guns loaded with shot 
or shell, weapons which show by the- 
shock and noise of their discharge 
their enormous povrer of injury, is 
in itself a thing which requires 
nerve. 
How much more so when 
there is the ceaseless crash of the 
enemy’s 
projectiles 
arriving, the 
sight of the dead and the dying—for 
the wounded may have to lie where 
they fall—and perhaps an ominous 
tilt of the ship, to appall the timid. 
A man does not cease to be a man 
because he puts on a uniform. 
Blue 
cloth and brass buttons do not ward 
off death, or make dying easier. 
Character gives courage, and mili­ 
tary or naval training is, apart 
from the mechanical education, n 
strengthening 
of character. 
He 
who thinks a man-of-war’s ,man can 
be made in a week or a month over­ 
looks this most essential point, and 
can never have been on board a war­ 
ship. 
“Below deck this is as much the 
case as upon deck. 
Smartness in 
passing up ammunition may often 
decide a battle. 
Nor is it easy for 
untrained men to work in the stifl­ 
ing heat and acrid atmosphere of 
the hold, when all openings in the 
armor deck have been close-d. 
I 
have seen even the seasoned sick­ 
ened by the heat and smell of a sub­ 
merged torpedo room. 
And the 
very closing of all the openings in 
tlie deck is and must be unnerving 
to the men, who see their escape cut 
off. 
The maintenance of discipline 
will be difficult in the ex treme with 
many untrained 
men 
below the 
water line. 
The commissioned of^ 
ficers at these posts of danger will* 
have to be good men, and they can- 
;ot 1)0 ever \’w lie re. If either officers 
or men are of inferior quality, unac- 
custonied to thidr duties, or imper- 
Cectl}' imbued 
with 
mutual 
con- 
tiflenc ' a id esprit du corps, there 
<ill bo anarchy below the armor 
ieck, 
with, 
as its 
consequence, 
oaralysis of the combatants abova 


Bo ker W ashington’s School. 


The Tuskegee Normal and Indus­ 
trial institute lias become one of the 
most famous of the schools for thei 
education of the negro, and its pres­ 
ident, Booker T. 
Washington, is 
recognized as one of the ablest lead­ 
ers of the negro race. 
The school 
bad a very puny beginning 15 years 
^g o . 
To-day the institute owns 2,* 
460 acres of fine land, 37 buildings, 
« orae of which represent large ex ­ 
penditure, 265 head of live stock, an 
abundant supply of wagons, buggies, 
etc. 
The total value of its property 
is nearly $300,000. 
For the year 
ended May 31, 1896, the income of 
the institution was $97,716, dona­ 
tions from various sources making 
up $62,835 of the amount. 
The 
number of students in attendance 
was 867. 
Besides the academic de­ 
partm ent, there are 25 industrial 
departm ents 
where 
practical in­ 
struction is given in 
carpcmtry, 
bricklaying, stone cutting, black­ 
smith work, 
shoemaking, plastei> 
ing, plumbing, trimming and other 
trades. 
For female students there 
is also training in such lines as are 
appropriate to them.—-Atlanta Jour­ 
nal.

A SINGULAR STORY. 


Letter From Sedalia Caused It 
to Be Unearthed, 


IN A DEAD MAxN’ S EFFECTS 


John Griessen Aceused of Crime By 
His Brother, Bartley, 
Who 
Died in St. Louis. 


A Sedalia story was thus written 
of in the St. Louis Republic of Tu es­ 
day morning, the John Griessen re ­ 
ferred to being the dairyman living 
north of town: 


T h e death of Bartiey Griessen at 
the 
City 
hospital 
Sunday 
night 
from 
the 
effects 
of 
a 
beating 
which 
he received at 
the hands 
of Joseph 
Krum acher 
in Risch's 
saloon, 507 South Second street, 
last Wednesday, may be the means

and in which it is believed Griessen 
had a hand. 


A letter found on the person of 
the deceased, dated December 29, 
at Sedalia, addressed to him at the 
G o o d Samaritan hospital, 
in this 
city, 
and signed by his brother, 
John Griessen, 
is the clew which 
may lead to startling disclosures if 
the police see fit to investigate the 
matter. 
T he 
letter is written in 
German, 
and, translated, reads as 
follows, with the omission of a few 
forcible adjectives, indulged in by 
the writer: 
^‘S e d a l iA; M o , Dec. 29, 1896 — 
h a rtle y 
Griessen: 
In a very few

on a confession of one of the num­ 
ber. 
All were miners at the Henry

in every detail,

ttiat it was successful, even to the

suspicion tur n out to be guily of 
the hor r ible act 
committed their 
fate will not be an enviable one. 
A t 
10 o’clock on Fr iday night, 
when we bad got well out to sea, it 
was discover ed that a bad leak was 
letting water into the vessel’s hull. 
Captain Mur phy at 
once or der ed 
that the pumps be manned and the 
cr ew star ted cheer fully to obey the 
command. 
But after a ver y shor t time spent 
in the wor k the men found that the 
pumps wer e useless 
Hasty exam ­ 
ination 
showed 
that their valves 
had ail been r emoved. 
This was 
absolute pr oof of tr eacher y, and we 
r ealized that some one had planned 
diabolically to send us all to the 
bottom of the sea. 
With 
this 
discover y 
came the 
knowledge that our only hope of 
safety lay in the vessel’s small boats, 
and pr epar ations wer e at once b e ­ 
gun to get them r eady for ser vice. 
Ther e wer e thr ee of these boats 
I 


on boar d, including a little lo-foot 
dingv, ustd for ha.^bor ser vice. 
T o 
the two lar ger iioats wer e assigned 
all the men except Capt. Mur phy, 
Stephen Cr ane, tr -e novelist, Oiler 
VVm. Hiyg IDS and your cor r espond 
ent. 
We pur posed staving onboar d 
until all 
»he r est 
had clear ed the 
sinking vessel and then taking our 
chances in the di.* gy. 
The fir st of the btnall boats to be 
launched into the sea w’hich 
was 
boiling aD.f'ut us got away safely, 
but the second w.. s swamped and 
capsized 
altaost 
as 
soon 
as she 
touched the water . 
The 
men 
m 
her , however , managed to secur e a 
hold on the boat, and the last we 
saw of them they wer e being swept 
out into the gulf str eam. 
WTiat fate these two boat loads of 
men— 24 in all— met I am unable to 
say, 
but we hope her e that they 
wer e in some way r escued. 
Just befor e the Commodor e went 
down the four of us r emaining on 
boar d got safely off in the 
little 
cockleshell left us and made str aight 
for the Flor ida coast. 
A gale was 
blowing, and the sea was ter r ibly 
r ough, but we managed by constant 
wor k to keep our little cr aft at east 
r ight side up. 
When day br oke nothing was to 
be seen of the Commodor e. 
She 
must have gone 
down soon after 
we had abandoned her . 
The coast was in sight, 
and we 
pulled away for land. 
But in the 
face of the wind and waves we made 
but slow pr ogr ess, and when dar k­ 
ness came upon us we wer e still far 
fr om the glistening sand we coveted 
with all our souls. 


Late last night we r eached a point 
off Daytona and tr ied to effect a 
landing, but found the sur f so high 
that we wer e afr aid to tr ust our selves 
to the seething br eaker s. 
So we 
lay ther e wher e we wer e all the r est 
of the night and wor xed for 
our 
lives until the sun r ose this mor ning 
in the effor t to keep our boat fr om 
filling. 


At last, at 7 o ’clock this mor ning, 
we 
deter mined tc 
br ave the sur f, 
and stur dily r owed our little vessel 
into the combing 
r oller s. 
In the 
twinkling of an eye we wer e str ug­ 
gling in the water , our dingy boat 
having gone under befor e the 
fir st 
big wave. 
Although I cannot swim 
a sr toke I was for tunate enough to 
be swept high onto the b e a c i 
be­ 
for e I had swallowed enough salt 
water to kill me and 
was 
actually 
the fir st man to get ashor e. 
Higgins, 
the 
oiler , 
although 
a 
str ong man and an exper t swimmer , 
was dr owned, or was killed by the 


sur f. 
We 
do 
not 
know 
which. 
Both Mr . Cr ane and Captain Mur 
phey saved their lives, and in a few 
moments all thr ee of us wer e lying 
panting on the sand, giving mental 
thanks for our deliver ence. 
At pr esent we ar e 
ter r ibly ex 
hausted by our effor ts, but other 
wise quite well.

W a s h i n g t o n , J an. 6 . — Secretary 
Herbert y esterday transmitted to 
congress his reply to a prov ision in 
the last nav al appropriation bill di­ 
recting him to ex amine into 
the 
actual cost of oiir armor plate and 
report to congress before J anuary 


I , J S9 7 , and to make no contract 
tor armor plate for the v essels au 
tborized by that act until after the 
report was made to congress. 
This 
prov ision of the bill grew out of a 
heated debate in the house and 
senate of congress, in which the 
main contention was that the gov ­ 
ernment was pay ing too much for 
armor plates. 
The report is v ery 
important, and in many respects a 
sensational document. 
The present 
cost of armor is Í58 3 per ton. 
Mr. 
Herbert's conclusion is that the 
cost of material and labor is $19 8 .7 0 
and, allowing for the cost of main­ 
taining the plant, and the nickel 
now furnished by the gov ernment, 
and 50 per cent profit to the com­ 
panies, the net cost to the gov ern­ 
ment would be in round numbers 
$400 per ton.

The Common Law Wife of One of the 
Participants Oav e the Con­ 
spiracy Away . 


GOMEZ RETALIATING. 


He Killed One Hundred and Forty - 
Fiv e Prisoners. 


T ampa, Fla., Jan. 6. — A letter 
was receiv ed here y esterday from 
Cleba del Av ila, Cuba, 011 the old 
trocha between the town of J ucarro 
and 
Moroon, say ing that General 
Gomez 
attacked 
that place last 
week. 
Gen. Gomez first demanded that 
the Spanish commander surrender 
the town. 
He said he would not, 
but would fight as long as he had 
ammunition. The result of the fight 
was that the 
town 
was captured 
by Gomez, who took 145 prisoners. 
All of these he killed. 
This was 
according to a manifesto that he 
issued, directed to Spanish author­ 
ities, a few day s ago, say ing that as 
Spaniards had refused to agree to 
conduct a humane war, it was now 
an ey e for an ey e and a tooth for a 
tooth. 
The Cuban Frederico de la Tarra 
Medical club here today receiv ed a 
200 pound case of medical supplies 
from Dr. Kelly , of St. Paul, Minn., 
for the Cuban army . 


S t . L o u is , Mo., J an. 6.—-J oseph 
McLaughlin, 
J oseph Stanley and 
William Wolf are, 
by 
their own 
confessions, the men who robbed 
the office of the Home brewery on 
the afternoon of Dec. 3. 
Two of the men were taken into 
custody in East St. Louis by D e­ 
tectiv es Thos. Walsh and 
Thos. 
Tracy Monday ev ening, and y ester­ 
day at noon they confessed. 
At 3:30 in the afternoon Wm. 
Wolf, the third man, was arrested 
in his barber shop at 2633 North 
J efterson av enue by the same de­ 
tectiv es, and a few minutes later he 
made a complete statement of his 
part in the robbery . 
Wolf is not known to the St. 
Louis authorities, but the other two 
men are ex -conv icts, and hav e long 
records for ev il doing. 
The job 
was planned by McLaughlin and 
Stanley , with the former as the mov ­ 
ing spirit of the affair. 
The men had been released from 
the J oliet penitentiary but a short 
time. 
Stanley came to St. I.ouis 
and secured a room at 1303 Pine 
street, and correspondence was be­ 
gun at once with McLaughlin, who 
had gone to Chicago. 
Stanley inv ited 
McLaughlin to 
come to St. Louis and “ do up” the 
Home brewery . 
On December i 
McLaughlin came to 
the 
city , 
bringing with him his common-law 
wife, Mrs. 
J ay nes, 
and her two 
children. 
Wolf was taken into the con­ 
spiracy , and the “ job” carried out. 
The three men the same afternoon 
met at 1303 Pine street, and div ided 
the money . 
McLaughlin and Stan­ 
ley liv ed high on the proceeds of 
the job. 
Wolf has not been associated with 
them, but has worked steadily at 
his barber shop at 2633 North J ef 
ferson 
av enue. 
About 
all 
the 
money has been spent. 
Only $47 
was recov ered from the men. 
The 
information on which the detectiv es 
worked up the case was furnished 
by Mrs. J ay nes, who now liv es at 
8 10 North Sev enteenth street.

Butchered the Partners He Secured

V i c t o r i a , B. C., J an. 7 .— When

Mme. Brulon ihe Most Notable of 
the Femalo Soldiers. 
The French vivandiere is now 
a 
thing of the past, says the New York 
Herald. 
The office was abolished 
by the new army regulations, adopt­ 
ed some years ago. 
The ex -vivan­ 
dières, who won their fame in the 
Franco-Prussian, the Franco-Aus­ 
trian and even earlier wars, are fast 
dying out. 
Mme. Ibraham, vivan- 
diore of the Second Zouaves for over 
half a century, who was wounded at 
Solferino, at Sedan and at Tonquin, 
died at last in her bod only recently 
at Vichy, and was buried with mil­ 
itary 
honors, 
according 
to 
the 
ancient custom. 
Mme. Vialar and Mme. Louise de 
Beaulieu, both septuagenarians, are 
almost the sole survivors of that 
brilliant band of amazons, that cu­ 
rious combination of heroines, sis­ 
ters of mercy and opera bouffe queens 
who constituted one of the most 
picturesque features of the French 
armies of the past, and who have 
flitted over most of the battlefields 
of Europe, bearing with them suc­ 
cor and comfort for the wounded 
and a drink of reviving brandy from 
the little barrel which they carried 
suspended from the tricolor scarf 
ucTvOss their military jack ets. 
In times of peace the vivandiere 
vras, nex t to the drum major, quite 
the most imposing and popular fea­ 
ture of every military parade, draw­ 
ing out the most enthusiastic plau­ 
dits of the crowd. 
Young or old, 
she was always a woman of ex em­ 
plary character. 
The law ordained 
that she sliould be tlio wife of some 
soldier or sub-ofilcer in the regi­ 
ment to which she ministered. Even 
a widow would be rejected. 
Of all the vivandiores who have 
earned for themselves a name in his­ 
tory the most famous perhaps wms 
Angélique Duchcrain Brulon. 
Born 
at Diuan on January 3J, 17 7 1, she 
married a soldier in the revolution­ 
ary army and thereafter follov/cd 
him through ii'^arly all the 
Na­ 
poleonic campaigns until the disas 
trous 
campaign 
against 
Russia, 
when she lost hf'r husband at Boro­ 
dino and was hers'df des^x ;rately 
wounded during the retreat. 
She retired on a pension, and 
later, when old and bedridden, ol)- 
taine I admittanco to the Hospital of 
the Invalrle^, surviving to the age 
of 88.

Mma Guerin remembers her dis­ 
tinctly as she sat upon her cot bod 
in a comfortatdc room in the In­ 
valides, dressed ex actly as she a]v 
pears in the picture.

of life and animation.
